1 . PRESIDENT'S CABINET-LEVEL COMMITTEE (CLC) ON ILO DECIDED 
JULY 21, 1976 TO REACH OUT TO LDC MEMBERS OF ILO THROUGH 
INTENSIVE SERIES OF CONSULTATIONS SIMILAR TO THOSE HELD 
IN EARLY 1976 WITH INDUSTRIALIZED COUNTRIES BY SPECIAL 
PRESIDENTIAL ENVOY AMBASSADOR SILBERMAN. FSO DANIEL L. 
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HOROWITZ, USG REP ON ILO GOVERNING BODY AND COUNSELOR TO 
CLC HAS BEEN DESIGNATED TO CARRY ON CONSULTATIONS WITH 
LDC'S. FIRST ROUND TOOK PLACE OCTOBER 1976 WITH ASIAN 
COUNTRIES, FOLLOWED BY SECOND ROUND IN JANUARY IN SUB- 
SAHARA AFRICA. 

2. HOROWITZ IS CONSIDERING VISIT TO COUNTRIES OF ACTION 
ADDRESSEES BETWEEN MARCH 19-APRIL 7. HOROWITZ PLANS 
DISCUSS US/ILO SITUATION IN LIGHT OF USG NOTIFICATION OF 
INTENT TO WITHDRAW FROM ILO; KEY ISSUES DURING REMAINING 
MONTHS BEFORE US NOTICE, UNLESS CANCELLED, TAKES EFFECT 
(NOV. 5, 1977); AND AREAS OF COMMON INTEREST IN ILO. 

3. TYPE OF CHANGES AND REFORMS USG SEEKING AS IT DECIDES 
WHETHER TO REMAIN IN ILO TOUCH UPON MATTERS WHICH ARE 
BASICALLY POLITICAL IN NATURE. FOR THIS REASON, AND SINCE 
USG IS SEEKING TO HAVE CRITICAL ILO ISSUES CONSIDERED AT 
MOST EFFECTIVE DECISION MAKING LEVELS OF GOVERNMENT, 
APPOINTMENTS FOR HOROWITZ WITH TOP-LEVEL FOREIGN POLICY 
MAKING OFFICIALS, INCLUDING FOREIGN MINISTER AND, IF 
APPROPRIATE, HEAD OF STATE WOULD BE REQUESTED. APPOINTMENTS 
WITH LABOR MINISTERS AND, WHERE APPLICABLE, GOVERNMENT 

ILO REPS WOULD ALSO BE NEEDED. IF POSTS DEEM IT APPROPRI 
ATE AND IF TIME PERMITS HOROWITZ WOULD ALSO LIKE TO MEET 
WITH ILO WORKER/EMPLOYER DELEGATES. 

4. IN CONSIDERING VALUE AND FEASIBILITY OF VISIT, POSTS 
SHOULD BE AWARE THAT ONE OF MAJOR THEMES OF DISCUSSION 
WOULD BE THAT ALTHOUGH THERE MAY BE FOREIGN POLICY 
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DIFFERENCES BETWEEN HOST GOVERNMENTS AND USG ON SPECIFIC 
POLITICAL ISSUES, THIS SHOULD NOT PREVENT US FROM FINDING 
MANY POINTS OF COMMON INTEREST IN SEEKING TO STRENGTHEN 
THE ILO, INCLUDING AGREEMENT THAT INTRODUCTION OF POLITICAL 
ISSUES AND APPROACHES INTO ILO IN RECENT YEARS HAS HINDERED 
ILO FROM BEING THE VALUABLE AND EFFECTIVE ORGANIZATION 
WHICH US AND HOST GOVERNMENT BELIEVE IT CAN BE. 

HOST'S SUPPORT FOR US INIATIVES REFTELS WOULD BE SOUGHT 
AND USG LETTER OF INTENT TO WITHDRAW (NOV. 5, 1975) CITED 
AS SHOWING SERIOUSNESS OF US EFFORT TO DEPOLITICIZE ILO.
